MEATLESS DIET 


Rush County 'People Urged to Use 


Wheat Substitutes Until The 


Next Harvest 


IS NOT A FOOD REGULATION 


Should be Regarded as Such, How- 


ever, The County Food Admin- 


istrator Declares .

iRusli county" residents are being 


asked to adopt 'a strictly wheatless 
diet and where it is .possible, to use 
wheat substitutes entirely until the 
next harvest. 
The request is made 


by M. F. Lovett, county food ad- 
ministrator upon receipt of the fol- 
lowing appeal issued yesterday .by 
state 'food administrator Barnard: 


'"In view to the vital seriousness 


of the situation, 
I am asking the 


people of Indiana to go on a strict- 
ly wheatless diet; to refrain entirely 
from wheat flour and other wheat 
products until 
the1 -next 
harvest. 


This is -because I know 
we. have 


lived on corn and con do so ;igain. 
I 'know, as Hoover points out, that 
this is the most critical hour in the 
nation's history sin'ce Gettysburg. 
Indiana patriots do not need a com- 
mand. 
They have arisen to'every 


patriotic request which , has been 
made, and they will comply to this. 
Their devotion to the cause of. world 
freedom will be equal to the test." 


"Although this is not a food regu- 


lation," emphasized Rush, county's 
food administrator, "it should be re- 
garded as such 'by every family in 
the county. 'Doubtless it would mean 
sacrifice for us to eat corn -bread but 
are not the .men who are fighting our 
battles a far, far greater 
sacrifice. 


The war will be won with food, so it 
behooves every loyal citizens to co- 
operate to the fullest measure of his 
power to prevnt a calamity.'' 


IWith the' complete suspension of 


the meatless day program it should 
lie easier for the people to abstain 
fro.m the use of wheat and gradually 
•cut dffwn on its use until it is en- 
tirely abolished from family cooking. 
Already 500 leading hotel and res-
